Rosenbaum 
has been described by the investi- 
gators as a man with power to in- 
fluence the granting of RFC loans.

Actually the factory worker's 


hourly wage more than tripled be- 
tween 1900 and 1925 alone, climb- 
ing from 16 ft cents to 55 cents in 
that period. It 
increased two 


and a half times from 1925 to 
1950, reaching $1.48 without over- 
time by the end of 1950, the re- 
port shows. 


But while wage rates made a 


bigger proportionate gain in the 
first quarter century than the sec- 
ond, so did the cost of living, says 
the report. 


Net result to the factory worker 


was that an hour's work bought 
his three (1 lb.) loaves of bread 
in 1900, almost six loaves in 1925, 
and 10 loaves in late 1950. 


What It Brings 


The same worker's hour of labor 


bought his children slightly over 
2& quarts of milk in 1900, nearly 
four quarts in 1925, and a little 
under seven quarts in 1950. It 
bought l]/j pounds of pork chops 
in 1900, IV. pounds in 1925, 'and 
slightly over two pounds in late 
1950, the study shows.

He told the group frankly that 
he gets much more pressure from lawmakers to increase 
budget items than to cut them. 


In one three-month period, he said, he had received re- 


quests from 200 congressmen to put new projects into the 
budget or boost existing items. That means nearly 40 per 
cent of all members of congress were heard from in this 
, fashion. 
, 
A couple of years ago Mr. Truman tried to reduce the 


veterans' hospital program by 16,000 beds, citing authorita- 
tive statements that they weren't really necessary at this 
time. Did congress welcome this chance to save? On the 
contrary, it insisted that the added hospitals be built. 


When former defense secretary Louis'Johnson wielded 


the axe in his department to slice away 135,000 civilian jobs, 
the lawmakers were horrified. But their concern was not for 
the effect this might have on the national security. It was 
for the fact that many of these jobs were scattered about the 
nation in their own districts. 
Once a federal program is established, it is extremely 


-difficult ever to abolish it. It spells money and jobs, and no 
one closely tied to those benefits will yield them easily. 


So about the only way we can hav* genuine economy 


now is for the president and his budget officials to exercise 
strict restraint in the launching of new programs. If pro- 
grams are needed, they should not be padded in the expecta- 
tion that congress will trim them. 
It will probably always be thus until the lawmakers be- 


come convinced that they are not cutting their own throats 
by voting economies which specifically affect their own 


E> 
Here and there signs have developed which may lead in 


that direction. Some house members are getting mail from 
people who urge an end to benefits they now personally re- 
ceive. But it's hardly a trend yet. 


Meantime, the biggest savings for the public might result 


from congress resolving not to waste its time and energy 
debating economy that it doesn't intend to practice.

Here Are First Meld Rules 


By OSWALD JACOBY

The rules for making the first 


meld continue to puzzle some 
players, so today I'll answer some 
of the questions most frequently 
asked about this f e a t u r e of 
Canasta. 


Q—The dealer turns up a wild 


card, so that the pack is born 
frozen. The dealer then turns up 
a king to cover the wild card. The ea mosl of 
first player has two kings and a 
deuce, and needs 50 points for the 
initial meld. Is he allowed to put 
down K-K-2 and count the king 
in the discard pile as the rest of 
his meld? Some players say that 
you can't count the top card of 
the discard pile when the pile is 
frozen.

The Doctor Answers 


Use Common Sense Caution 
To Cure Skin Cancer Early 


By EDWIN P. JORDAN, M. D. 


Of all kinds of cancer, that 


which develops on the skin or the 
exposed mucous membrances is 
the easiest to catch early and treat 
promptly. Everyone knows that 
cancer can generally be cured at 
the beginning and therefore ne- 
glect of skin cancer is particularly 
unfortunate. Yet it still happens 
all too often. 


There are several things to look 


for. If you have a sore on the skin 
or perhaps around the lips or eyes 
which does not heal as quickly 
as you think it ought to, don't just 
forget about it. If your skin has 
a lump or ulcer give yourself a. 
break and let the doctor look at it. 
Some of these sores or lumps wil 
be cancer and they are easy to get 
nd of while they are small anc 
may be so hard after they have 
grown a while that there is no 
sense in taking a chance. 


Besides the cancers of the sku» 


there are some skin condition 
which m«y lead eventually to can 
cer and therefore should be watch 
ed even if not treated so that the; 
can be attacked at the first sig 
Of difficulty. 


The most important of these ar 


the scaly, brown or black patche 
which are quite common in elderl 
people and are usually located o 
the parts of the skin most expose 
to the sun and air. These patche, 
have the name of keratoses.

The patches of kera- 
tosis (when necessary) can be 
cut out or treated by X-rays or the 
electric needle, the choice of meth- 
od depending on size, location, and 
most of all the judgment of the 
doctor.

Secret Crime 
Career Traced 
By State Cops 
Link Bullets From 
Gun to Slaying of 
Downstate Barkeep 


DECATUR, 
CAP)—Authorities 


today pieced together the secret 
two-month crime career of a 21- 
year-old father which ended in his 
death. 


The body of Frederick David 


Buckley, an 
unemployed stone 


cutter of nearby Boody, was found 
in a field near his home yesterday. 
He had been shot through the 
head, and his right hand clutched 
a pistol. 


Sheriff David M. Peters, Jr., of 


Macon county, said Buckley "ap- 
parently killed himself because 
police were hot on his trail." 


In Buckley's pockets were 51.017. 


Nearby was an automobile he had 
rented Saturday evening and which 
he had driven 475 miles. His own 
car, believed to have been used 
in his holdups, was not located. 


Trace Bullets 


State police ballistics experts 


said the shots that killed Albert 
Shane, 59, 
in 
a Riverton, 111., 


tavern Dec. 30, and wounded State 
Police Sergeant Corwin McConkey, 
32, near Cisco, 111., a few minutes 
after midnight Saturday morning 
were fired from Buckley's pistol. 


It was the shooting of McConkey 


that brought law officers swarm- 
ing hot on Buckley's trail. 


The police sergeant halted a

automobile 
after 
it 
was 


driven at high speed past a stop 
sign at a junction. The driver 
handed his license card to Mc- 
Conkey a moment before he fired 
two shots which wounded the 
officer in the chest and abdomen. 


Linked to Shooting: 


The automobile sped away as 


the wounded sergeant emptied his 
revolver at it_ It was the license 
card, found by a Piatt county 
deputy after McConkey was taken 
to a Clinton hospital, which con- 
nected Buckley to the shooting. 


Police quickly suspected that the 


man who shot McConkey was the 
same "gunman who staged a rob- 
bery in Champaign 47 minutes 
earlier. The descriptions matched 
—young, straight blond hair, a 
white scarf knotted around the 
neck. 


The first robbery attributed to 


Buckley was a $105 job at the 
Cummings tavern in Decatur Dec. 
28. 


Two nights later, Sheriff Peters 


said, Buckley went to Riverton 
and Springfield. While he was in 
the Riverton tavern, Shane, a 
patron, made a wisecrack, and he 
was slain.
